W i t h the coming of the new year Brainerd is entering on an 
era of more business and more prosperity. 
Straws show whuff 
way the wind is blowing, and incidents in the march of events- 
show business on the uptrend in Brainerd. 
A new switch engine went to work in the yards this week 
That means more freight handled there and the employment oi 
five new men. 
The tie plant of the Northern Pacific railway company, operat­ 
ing in West Brainerd, expects to receive a total of 700,000 green 
ties for treatment. 
First shipments are now arriving. 
The Northwest Paper company is receiving its pulpwood for 
next season’s run. 
It is believed that some 1,500 cords are to be 
shipped in over the Minnesota & International railway. 
The ‘Brainerd Foundry company has just landed a big con 
tract for grey iron, brass and bronze castings. 
It’s a year’s con­ 
tract made with the Minnesota & Ontario Paper company of In­ 
ternational Falls, the Fort Frances Pulp company of Fort Frances, 
the Minnesota, Dakota & Western Railway company and one 
other concern. 
The patterns in question include a carload for 
iron work and 200 or more patterns for brass work. 
Kampmann & Son, following successful completion of con­ 
tracts last year, anticipate much work in 1925.

T h e Brainerd Chamber of Commerce recently made a bid for 
the 1926 convention of the State Dairymen’s Association. 
In 
that regard it is interesting to note that there are 12 
creameries 
in Brainerd territory, that all are thriving. 
The December report of the Farmers’ Cooperative Creamery 
Association of Brainerd shows 55,271 pounds of cream received, 
and 3, 806 pounds of milk, 'i ho pounds of butterfat in milk were 
152, and in cream 15,536, making a total of 15,688 pounds of but­ 
terfat received. 
Butter made equalled 19,484 pounds. 
The price paid for sweet butterfat was 15c, for sour 40c. 
The number of pounds of butter made was an increase of 2,528 
pounds over the same month of last year. 
The quality of the cream has greatly improved this last year. 
In December, 1924, there was only 68.7 pounds of sour butterfat 
received, but for December, 1923, the creamery received over 2,000 
pounds of sour butterfat. 
As a result of the big improvement in 
the quality of the cream, the majority of the butter comes under 
the “ Land O’ Lakes” grade. 
This means that it must score 93 
or over to be classed under “ Land O’ Lakes” brand.

Association of Brainerd shows 55,271 pounds of cream received, 
and 3, 806 pounds of milk, 'i he pounds of b u tterfat in milk were 
152, and in cream 15,536, m aking a total of 15,688 pounds of but 
te rfa t received. 
B utter made equalled 19,484 pounds. 
The price paid for sweet b utterfat was 46c, for sour 40c. 
The num ber of pounds of butter made was an increase of 2,528 
pounds over the same month of last year. 
The quality of the cream has greatly improved this last year. 
In December, 1924, there was only 68.7 pounds of sour b u tte rfa t 
received, but for December, 1923, the cream ery received over 2,000 
pounds of sour butterfat. 
As a result of the big im provem ent in 
the quality of the cream, the m ajority of the b u tter comes under 
the “ Land O’ Lakes” grade.

In the K uduf district 
of the M ysore state, there Is a large

reservoir,

yankore, well known to pla n ters who 
frequently enjoy duck shooting tiler* 
T he legend connected w ith tills lake 
Is as follow s: Though the goddess of 
the neighborhood perm itted the con­ 
struction of tin* blind, which held up 
the w aters of tho river, she w as never 
really pleased about the m ailer. 
Af­ 
ter a n um ber of years her patience 
was exhausted, and when th e w a te r­ 
man, In ch arg e of the sluices, visited 
the place In the early morning, she 
accosted him, and then Informed him 
that 
sh e had determ ined to destroy 
the bund, and allow Hit* w aters to 
How in their usual course. T h e w ater­ 
man thought of the king and th e royal 
family, and the thousands of people 
In th e town o f S ac rap atn a below. 
Falling down before the goddess he 
pleaded th at he might lie |*ermittod to 
go to the town ami inform the peo­ 
ple of the Im pending disaster, so that 
they, at least, might he saved. 
T h e 
goddess relented, and declared that 
she would not destroy th e dam until 
th e w aterm an returned 
to tell 
her 
th at th e necessary w arning had been 
given. 
I a lig h te d to In* able to con­ 
vey th e w arning to the king, the w a ­ 
term an run to the town, aud obtained 
permission to see the king, 
On hearing the condition laid down 
by the goddess, the king quickly saw 
a way of escape. 
He 
im mediately 
gave orders th a t the w aterm an's head 
should be out olY, so that he should 
not he able to return to the goddess. 
Hence It Is th at the dam still holds.

W ashington.— A new division of fu r 
resources w as established in tile D e­ 
p artm en t of A griculture recently. T his 
m eans th at the governm ent is gelng to 
tuke a special inter#*st In conserving 
the country's fu r supply. 
Som e of th e valuable fur-bearing 
anim als of th e 
U nited S tates have 
been alm ost entirely k llb d off or driven 
far back Into the w ilderness tis civili­ 
zation turned sw am p s and forests into 
farm s and towns. 
Yet the Industry Is 
growing, 
because m ore people than 
«*ver before are w earin g furs. 
F u r has 
become tin everyday staple commodity. 
in dem and not only for w arm th bu t for 
trim m ing and decorative purposes. 
More extensive use of fu r b as been 
mn de possible, in fin* face of a dw in­ 
dling natu ral supply, by the changes 
in the kind of furs worn. 
Once the 
m ark et w as m ost keenly Interested in 
rare and precious pelts. 
A tra p p er 
would hunt for an entire w in ter in the 
w ilderness cou ntry und think the tim e 
well spent lf he ta m e hack w ith a 
single silver fox. 
lf It w as a fine pelt 
his catch w ould bring from $1,(910 t*» 
$.5,000. 
If he could get a w ell-m atched 
pair o f silver fox es he w as assu red of 
around $10,000. 
T h e sort of adv enturo us hunting for 
ra re skins still goes on, hut th e fur 
m arket does the profitable hulk of its 
business In m u sk rat, skunk, the less 
valuable fo x es, raccoon, squirrel and 
oth er m oderately priced and plentiful 
furs. 
T h ese sm all nativ e fur b e arers rep ­ 
resent 
si 
greut 
source 
of 
national 
w ealth. F u rs trap p ed and produced on 
farm s in a single sta te like New* York 
a re valued at several million dollars a 
year. 
T h e difficulty is th a t m ost of the 
states ar#* not p rotecting their fu r re- 
xiujn eg so as to get th e most out of 
them In th e long run. 
In m any states, 
law s do not p rotect certain fu r b earers 
at all. 
T h e m u sk rat, for Instance, 
which Is th#* most. valuable tjur pro­ 
ducer in the U nited States, is not pro­ 
tected in ll states. 
Most of the state 
tra p p in g law s are defective in th at 
they do not p ro tect the anim als over a 
sufficient period of th e year. 
And In 
some cases tin* law s sire not rigidly e n ­ 
forced. 
T h e re tire no general statistics show ­ 
ing how rapidly th e fu r b earers are 
being killed off.

dollars in the m arket. 
T h e governm ent h as specialized in 
fox farm ing at its experim ental farm 
and it has developed practical m ethods 
of ranch planning, feeding, sanitation, 
treatm e n t 
of 
diseases

m anagem ent, 
all 
of 
which 
are 
de­ 
scribed in governm ent publications. 
O ther 
an im als 
have 
been 
experi­ 
m ented w ith less extensively. 
Minks, 
which w ere probably th e first wild fo r­ 
bearing anim als to be comm ercially 
fan n e d 
In 
this 
country, 
and 
also 
skunks, m artens, fishers, m u sk rats and 
raccoons, have been bred by the gov­ 
ernm ent w ith varying degree- of prac­ 
tical success. 
In th e case of som e of these small 
anim als, such as the m u sk rat, skunk 
and raccoon, It Is quite jwissible to 
ruise stock in close captivity, but the 
m arket conditions are such th a t rais­ 
ing them in pens does not pay very 
well. 
F u r farm ing will probably A ttract an 
increasing num ber of specialist fa rm ­ 
ers us governm ent ex perts and other
